Analgesics, sedatives and/or anesthetics were not administered because they would not necessarily reduce or 
eliminate the emesis, might increase the risk of aspiration of vomitus, and interfere with or adversly effect interpretation of 
the research data since one goal of research is to document clinical effects.
